A German 
chemist gives tlte following direc- 
tions: "Pure fresh butter, when 
melted, is perfectly clear, or onlj 
very slightly cloudy, usually dark 
yellow, aud has the familiar odor of 
pure butter fat. Pure stale butter 
may be very cloudy and even opaque 
when melted, is usually of a dark 
yellow color and has the odor o! 
rancid butter. Melted rcarKarin, on 
the other hand, is very opaque, of a 
light yellow color, ami has a charac- 
teristic, indescribable odor." In ad- 
dition to tbis, one may try tha tesi 
resorted to by experienced cooks 
Drop a bit of it upon a very hot 
saucepan. Pure butter will rise in 
white bubbles; tnargarin melts anc 
runs across the dish m oily looking 
streaks.—Now York Ledger.
